It showed that In spit* of a 
two-year decline. In farm prices, 
fanners Intended to plant about 
371 million acres to spring-seeded 
crops this year, compared to 367,- 
700,000 In 1053. Last year's farm 
producUon ^^'as^ the second highest 
on record. 

If farmers live up to their re- 
ported March I Intentions, gains 
are In prospect this year for 13 
of the 16 major crops. Declines 
ore Indicated only for com, barley, 
tobacco and peanuts. TTie wheat 
crop, much of which was planted 
last winter, also seems .likely lo 
be smaller.

Atomic Submarine Engine Expected to ' 
BeJOperating-atArco Before^Summer- 



By PAT MUNROE

WASHINGTON, March 20 (Spe- 
cial)— Idaho's atomic submarine, en' 
ginc, the first In the world, "will al- 
mo.H certainly be operating before 
summer, perhaps even sooner." 

Auihorlty tor this aUtcmcnl Is 
Robert Colbura. assistant mannBlnc 
editor of Buslnes-i Week jnngnane. 
One ol the nation's top wrltcr.i on 
atomic energy, he made this predic- 
tion In the current issue of hU 
weekly. 

The engine Is a lond-biuscd fore- 
runner ot the acLual one to go Into 
the NnuUlu.vtho world's first atom- 
ic sub. Colbum -estimates the Nau- 
tilus will be completed nnd ready lor 
trials "within a year." 

The first engine .Is located nt tlTe 
atomic energy commission'^ reucior 
testing station at Arco, Idn.. where 
the first nuclear aircraft motor also 
will be tested, some think within a 

Colburh rcvlcWK the history of Uic 
Idaho engine as part of on cxtcii.slvc 
review of the luture ot uranium lui 
a fuel tor generating electricity. He 
Is optimistic, concluding: 

"1. Atomic power pilots for -.ub- 
mnrlncs are already being built. 
Expcrlmentallon on blg-shlp plants 
la under -way.

■course to follow. How much of a strain can 
ithe eccwoQiy of the United States sUnd?

~ ^But'lf ttila"defensB^iture'has"to b6"maIn^- 
tolned for 10 years or so, what will be left? 

The Inflation that Invariably accompanies 
a period of reamamQnt and war is sited 'up 
u an extremely dangeroua thing. It begins, 
easily, and everybody likes It. But It always 
gets wpris al^d IVlwda to the eventual ruin 
of maft3^P»Pl«»'^' 

This bu. Ifltf President Slsenhower's ad- 
ministration to the conclusion that the fed- 
eral Bovemoient budget must be balanced, 
and a start mtiat be made on reduction of the 
360 blUlon dollar govtmment debt. 

It is now Teallied this Isn't going to be 
easy. It Is going to'mean sacrifices for every- 
one. Tht frlUa and luxuries of government, 
operation which' everyone has become accus- 
tomed to will have to be curtailed. 

The^ best thing to- do— that Is, the most 
popular— Is not necessarily the wisest thing 
to do for the long haul. For the future' course 
ofgovemmsnt operations It raises. the poss^" 
blllty that all-out aoelal security programs

The ^orth Atlantic treaty 
council meets at the end of April, at)d the 
. foreign aid program can't be sized up till 
then. 

For congress this poses a terrific problem. 
It means that the Elsenhower fiscal program 
for next year must be enacted In two months. 
If congress carries out Its plan to adjourn by 
July 1. That would mean putting off the con- 
structive part of the. Eijtenhower program for 
a second session of congress next fall. And 
few big decisions before the end of the year.

Uon thereof, relating to any contractual obligation 
or pertaining to the expenditure or disposition of 
pubUo funds, ot the state of Ariaona or any political 
subdivision thereof, except committee meetings or 
ezeoutlva ssssloni of the sute legislature during the 
period of a regular or special session . . ." 

The bill adds further that any report made by any 
oflleer, agency Or group, or the minutes ot any com- 
tnlttaa or group mHtlngi Is available to the pnw 
and public 

Great progrtst hu baan mkda on thf freedom of 
InfOTmaUon "front" by itat* and national committees 
of newspapermen who have fought hard uid 'tire- 
lessly to keep open tha channels of IntormaUon. But 
there are stUl too many Instances of public ottlclals 
aCtampUnr to operate la aacret. f t f« too esty for ttnm 
to close the door and wait for the preu to make ta 
Issue ot It.

Care of Your Children 

By ANGELO'PATR) 



Sometimes I think that there are 
parents who are afraid of Uielr 
children. They seem to be afraid to 
be firm with ttiem in order to keep 
them out of trouble nnd In healthy 
ways. One parents asks. "What cnn 
I 'do to make my daughter under- 
stand that she should get eight 
hours sleep a night? She Insists up- 
on Kolng out with her friends every 
night In the week. She Is tliln. has 
cbrcles under her eyes and her marks 
are only In the B clas-i. She hns'-a 
good mind and could do better. But, 
what bothers mo most. Is her neglect 
of her health.". 

This child Is 13 years old. A filrl 
that age should not be out at nleht. 
but go to bed early enough to get 
a good rest after attending to 
her school work. However, children 
cannot bring up themselves. They 
must depend on their elders for 
that. No child wonts to go lo bed 
until the last minute. Wo have lo 
Insist and put up with their crying. 
U takes courage to be a good par- 
ent these days, when^therc are so 
many wonderful things going on, but 
the end compels - sacrifice of per- 
sonal feeling, if discipline of a 
child demands It. 

'But my child will hale me If I 
I disagreeable about such mat- 
's." says a mother. Disagreeable 



Is a strange word to use In this 
association, a parent who feels she 
Is dlsncrecQble because she Is doing 
her duty by the child she loves too 
well to see going the wrong road, 
needs to Uilnk things out. 

Don't be nfrald of losing a child's 
affection Imausc you protect him. 
Maybe he will be disagreeable aboul 
It for a few minutes. In time, especi- 
ally a year or so Intcrrhe Is going 
lo respect nnd admire his mother 
and father because they held on 
to him Instead of letting him go 
at a loose end. ' 

It Is hard enough for parents to 
loolc after their children, without 
adding fear to the burden. The beat 
rule for parents to follow Is the 
common-sense one of Insisting that 
children do what Is (rood for them, 
not for, the neighbor's children, for 
them— and make them 6° to bed on 
lima, do their home'work, play In 
season, and do some useful work. 

Our children need less entertain- 
ment and more luefulness. Work has 
largely been .taken out of theh- 
home, and mefulness for them Is 
not too easy to find. Still there Is 
some. Fathers and mothers need 
support these days, strengthening of. 
the' spirit for the task they face.
